Hiiffh Lynn, the Savary Island Mur 
derer, Confesses His Bloody 
Deed. 



He Pleads Self -Defence -Tho Execu 
tion to Take Place in Fivo 
Weeks

VANCon VER, J uly 20.— (Special. )—" HuRh 
Lynn, have you anything to aay why the 
aontonoo of tho court should not bo paaaod 
upon yen " 

Tho prisoner paused for a moment, ;;laQced 
ait his oonnael and brother, then raised bis 
head and said, "nothing, sir," in a firm 
voice, a densely packed crowd, with bated 
breath, listening to hear the fateful words. 
The jury had been out three hours and had 
returned with a verdict at Si.SO of " guilty, 
with a recommendation to meroy." 

Likwyor Davia rose at onoe and eaid : 
" Your Lordship, there is no such thing bb 
^nilty, with reoommondation to morcy." 

The foreman again stood on his foot and 
said *' the verdict is guilty of murder." 

" With the reoommendation to morcy," 
added lawyer Davis. 

" With a reoommondation to mercy " re- 
peated hl.s lordahip. " The verdiet it iptito 
i.'urrecl." 

" 'J'ho n'cniiinieiidation to mercy" waa 
but the crumb of comfort to the wretched 
])ri6uiior, istrivin^ for life ami liberty. Then 
the atillii'.'HH of ileatli fell upon the caurl- 
room aa Mr. .Justice Drake turned to the 
priaoDcr and in a voice trembling with 
einotioi!. Raid: " Hugh Lynn, after a long 
and careful trial, you have been found 
guilty of tho wilful murder of .John 
(ireen. I urge upon you toBijend wlial tliiio 
may be left you interceding with the throne 
on high for tlial mercy wiiicli yuu did uot 
show to those two uuforlunaie men. It ib 
my duty to pana up'jn you the aentence of 
thia court, wliich ia that 'you be taken from 
the plr.ci! where you are to the place from 
whence you came and there hanged by tlio 
neck until you are ib-ad, and may (iod liove 
mercy ou your sou! 1' Tho execution will 
tulto place this day live wceka. The recnm- 
mendaliou for mercy will be forwarded to 
the proper authorities." 

Lower and lower fell the .ludgo'a truni- 
bliog voice, and aa the Inat agoni/.irig worda 
eackpod his lips, ttiey could scarcely bo 
heard, while a great aigh wrung froin a 
hundred hearts added bitterness to the 
scene. Strange to say, the coolest man in 
the court room was Hugh Lyon. Not a 
Dinsole of the bronzed face of the prisoner 
changed as the iudge pronoaaced the awful 
words. Keenly were hia atoioal features 
watched by the ocitioal crowd, but the ver- 
dict of alt was the aame. No apparent efTeot 
waa to be noticod on the atom face and he 
walked from the court with a firm step, but 
none aaw the agony of the soul within that 
had been recommended to the mercy of the 
Almighty. 

To-day's trial developed one big nurpriso. 
The prisoner was put into the box and made 
the following oonfession : He had been to 
Savary island ; had heard Jennie's account 
of tho (|uarrol : ho had landed at Savary 
island in the afternoon ; Green, Taylor and 
two men were getting some lumber on the 
other aide of the island. Next morning, at 
(Jroeu'a requcat, Lynn aBsiatod them to 
carry up some planks. They went over to 
Lund'ii and had aomo whiskoy and came 
back ; lie was. not auro at just what hour. 
They were pretty well "ginned up." (Iroen 
was aitllrg at the table smoking : Taylor 
was lying on the IiimI. (^reen roau and got 
a gun and was going to ohoot him, wiien he 
( prisoner) got up and took tho gun away 
Irom him. 'J'liey got along all right for a 
while after that. One iiioiiiing, lowarda the 
laat (if October, Taylor, (irccu and the pris- 
oner went over to Ijiuid'u and got one or 
t-A'o l)ottlea of whiskey. In tho meantime 
Homo ,Si washes had landed at the islands. 
They had gin and all wore drinking. Green 
gave liim an order that evening to get aix 
bottli'B of whitkiy. He got hack from 
Lund'a with tho whiakey some tinu! after 
dark. They drank till late ami all got 
pietty drunk. H" did not know why they 
went back to the Siwasli hoiiie. l')>rly in 
the morning Taylor asked hini to go luck to 
the house again. They got drinking, when 
Taylor ond Green got into a row about the 
flro and cooking. Green and Taylor were 
sitting on opposite sides of tho room. 
Green got up, took a gun and shot Taylor, 
wlin loll. Then he shot at bim (Lynn). 
Green tired two shots at bim. Then Home 
thing caught in Green's rifla. Ho took the 
opportunity and got the gun away from him. 
Gnen got hold of another gun and followed 
the prisoner to the door, when prisoner 
ahot him. Ho got scared and went in and 
fired sevoral shots through tho wall of the 
houee. He then put tho shotguns by the 
hands of t lie dead u.rn. Ho waa around for 
(|uite a wliilo before he lidt the island There 
wcri> two lights bi oken in the atore window. 
Ho liroke the other panes and got In and 
took Homo ttiinga out. lie also took the 
iiir'ney that wan in (Ireen'a house. Ho loft 
the island about tliree o'clock in the aftor- 
no(n). Ho did not know liledeoe and hia 
name ho wuh told w,h llrown. Thia l.iat 
remark waa made owing to the witness 
Glennio Baying tliat he (priaoner) hail saiil 

to bin) " I'll shoot that d liledaoo if I 

die for it. " 

]'\ir three hours lion. Mr. liicharda croaa- 
examined the piisoiier, who stuck to hia 
Htory with marvelloiiH I'xaotness under the 
clrcumatanccH. 'J'liii evidence seemed to lit 
the main points very well. 

At .'i-.lo Lawyer Davia addreaued tho jury, 
for an hour. Ho made a very ablu plea for 
the |)risonur, claiming that he had ahot 
(Iroon in self-defenoe and that Lynn's atnry 
was cnrrnljoratcd in all the main facts by 
tho ovidcnoo. 

Mr. Ilichards' addresB lasted three quar- 
ters of uD hour. It waa analytioal, dispas- 
cioiiato and inastorly. 

.Mr. .Tuetioe Drake charged Iho jury and 
summed up tho oase in a remarkably clear 
and c.mcian form in 16 minutes, bringing 
out I \h> points for and against the priaoner. 
He explained the nature of juatiQable homi- 
cide and on the whole hl|i oharse was rather 
against the prisoner. At 5:.% the jury re- 
tired, thoir deliberation lasting three hours.

" Well, where is it 7 " asked the unabaah- 
ed MoMulIen, but the only anawer waa a 
burst of laughter. Mr. MoMullen still op- 
posed the vote, 

Hon. Mr. D.ily asked Mr. MoMullen and 
hia friends why they were so persistent in 
their opposition to the Britfah Columbia 
aubsidies. The Province contributed over 
a million dollars in ouatoms duties and haa 
a right to railway aubaidlea to develope ita 
resourcoa just the aame aa the other partaof 
the Dominion. It would bo an act of in- 
justiou not to grant them. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said an enormous 
burden had already been imposed on the 
people of Canada to give British Columbia a 
railway. 

Tho resolution was carried. 

A'j tho evening seBaion Hon. Mr. Laurior 
moved a want of confidence on the payment 
to Mesars. Larkin and Connolly on account 
of the Kingston graving docks. It waa de- 
feated — '24 for, til against. At midnight 
the House git into supply. 

Measre. Karl and Prior loft for home last 
night. Thoy are going straight to Victoria. 
Mr. Mara leavea for home to day. 

Tho Senate throw out Sir John Thomp- 
son's amendment to the inauraneo bill re- 
specting aecuritioa to be held by companies. 

Senator Mclonoo moved that tho amend- 
ment bo not concurred in, whi:h was car- 
ried on division. 

The Speaker ordered tho members to bo 
paid, and a largo number have left tor home. 

Prorogation has been definitely fixed for 
Monday afternoon. 

On the railway subsidies, Hon. Mr. 
Laurier moved an amendment that the com. 
panies should make a return of how the 
subsidy was expended and the Auditor Gen- 
eral should audit the aubaidlea, hia object 
being to prevent aubaoriptlona to election 
funds. 

The omendment was defeated by SO to 20.

Every berth on the Noord' 
land was occupied by the pilgrima, and one 
hundred in addition on the Parla. The 
delegation takea with it a magnificent silken 
banner, v/hioh will be blessed on the arrival 
of the pilgriiuB in Rome early In August by 
the lioly father. 'The obverse is a tri- 
color, while the reverse is the atars and 
stripes. After it has received the blessing 
it will be carried to I^ourdes, where it is in- 
tended to permanently decorate the ('hurch 
of the Grotto. Its coat haa been mot by 
cont ribut iona from ('atholica throughout llio 
country. l''ather I'oreile tukea with him a 
locked caaket containing requeala from 
donora who were unable to accompany tho 
pilgrims, which will be placed on the shrine. 
I'reviouH to embarking tim pilgrims extended 
an informal reception to Rev. Mntlier (Cath- 
erine Foanbresa, who had journeyed from 
St. Hyacinth, Canada, to bid them a plcaa- 
aut and happy journey. Rome will bo 
reached on August and Lourdea on the 
14th. At Antwerp the pilgrims will bo 
joined by a largo number of American Catho- 
lics now travelling in Europe.

•' To Bon, ir. L. Wihon : 

" My Dkak Slii : — The certttinty that i\ 
ooaferenoo will bo ordered between tho two 
houses of congresB for tho purpose of udjust- 
ing the dill'erenceo uii the subject of turilf 
legislutiuu inuUeu it ulso certuiii that you 
will be called upon »euin to do hunl sii vico 
in the causo of turilT reform. My public life 
has been so closely related to the eub- 
juot, I have worked 60 loog for 
tt-s Booomplisbmont, and I have uo 
often promised its aoooniplishmenc Co my 
fellow oountrymen as a result of their trust 
and ooofidence in the Democratic parry, 
that I hope oo excuse is aeccssary for niy 
earnest appeal to you that, ia this crisis, 
yu strenuously inaiat upon party honeaty 
..id good tiiiili and a sturdy adherence to 
Democratic ptiuciples. I believe these nre 
absolutely nt'ccaaikry conditions to the con- 
tinuation of Demoorutio existence. 

" 1 cannot rid myself of the feeling thii.l 
this oouference will present the beat, if nut 
the only hope of true Democracy, ladica- 
tions point to its action as the reHanca of 
those who desire tho genuine fruition of 
Democratic eflfort, tho fultillment of Demo- 
cratic pledges and the redemption of Donu)- 
craiio proniiaea to tho people. To reconcile 
differences in the det.iils comprised within 
the fixed iind well dofiaed lines of principle 
will not ba the aolo task for the coiiferenue, 
but VkU it seems to nio, its menibiTH uluo hu^'o 
in charge the ijuestiou wliulhcr Ddinuci-utio 
principka thomBeh-es tiro to bo aiived ur 
abiiiuloiicd. 

" Thtre ia no excuse for niiatiikiug or mia- 
appri^litncliiiL' the ft eliuHa iiiid Lemper of tln' 
ruiik .^nd tiltj ot l);.inocT;iuy. 'Fliey i.r.' 
downcat uiuier the r.ssertion iliat their pAi- 
ty hus ftkilefl io ability to nuin.i^jo the gov- 
ernnicn'L, and thfy are iippreheneivo that 
(■H'jria to bring ub,)Ut larill' reform miiy fail, 
but they ".renii: 'li uiore downcast and appre- 
hensive in their Icara that Democratic prin- 
ciples may be surrendered. In these neces- 
8>ry circumatanccs they cannot do other wiao 
than to look with coutidence to you and 
those who, with you, have palriotic.illy and 
siucerely championed tho cause of tariff re- 
form within Democratic lines, and have boon 
g lided by those priuciplea. This ooniidence 
U vastly augmented by the action, under 
your leadership, of the public representa- 
tives on the bill now penaiog. 

*' p)very true Democrat and every sincere 
tariir reformer kuowa that this bill in its 
present form, and aa it will be aubmitted to 
the conference, falls far short of tho con- 
summation for which we have long labored, 
for which we have suffered defeat without 
diaoouragement ; which, in its anticipation 
gave UB a rallying cry in our day of triumph, 
and which, in its promise of accomplishment 
is eo interwoven with Democratic pledges 
and Democratic sucoeaaes that our abandon- 
ment of the cause or the principles upon 
which it rests means party perfidy and parly 
dishonor. 

" One topic will be submitted to the con • 
ferenoo which embodies Democratic prin- 
ciples 10 directly that it cannot bo compro- 
mised. We have in our p atf irms, and in 
eveiy way pcssibtr, declared in favor of tho 
free importation of raw materials. We have 
again and again promised that this should 
be accorded to our people and our manufiic- 
turera aa aoon aa the Democratic party waa 
invested with the power to lietermiiio tho 
turitr polity of the country. The party has 
the power now. We are us curtuiii as we 
have ever been of tho benefit that would 
accrue to the country from the inauguration 
of this jioliey, and nothing has occurred to 
release us from our obligation to secure Ihia 
iidvantago to our people.

taxation be placed around the iron ore and 
coal of cirporalioDn and capitalis's. How 
on we fac3 tho p- - plo after indulging in 
such outrBgious diicrimina iona and vo a- 
tions of prinoiplcB '! it is quite apparent 
this question of free raw material dues nut 
admit of ad j uatment on any middle grounda, 
since their subjtiction to any rate of tariff 
taxation, great or small, is alike a violation 
of Democratic principles and Damocratic 
good faith. 

"1 hope you will not consider it in 
trusive It I suy something in relation to an- 
other subject whioh can hardly fail to be 
troublesome to the conferenon, I refer to 
tho adjii>tmont of the tarifiT taxation on 
sugar, r der our party platform and in 
accord iiiru with our declared party purposes 
sugar ia a legitimate and logical article of 
revenue taxation. Unfortunately, however, 
iucidents have acoonipanied certain atagea 
of the legislation whicli would bo submitted 
to conferenon that have iir<iuiii il in i;r.nnec- 
lion with this sulij'.ct, iiiitiiMi,.! I ) ■iiiijcmt ic 
aninUiHliy 1 llii! niethmlH uf iiii.nipulition 
by trus'K mid combiniitiom'. 1 coIJfl•^s to 
sharing in this fi'elit^g, and yet it seeinH to 
mo w(! ought, it poasililo, to aulii^'ieiit ly free 
ouraelves from prejudice to enable us to 
coolly weigh tho oonaideratioi.'S wbicli, in 
forniulatirg tariff legihUtion, ought to 
guide (uir tri'atnu'iit of Hu:,'ar as a tiixn\>le 
article. While no tenderneHa should be en- 
tertained for trustfi, and while 1 de- 
cidedly opp .lie granting them, under 
th(! guin! (if tariff taxation, any 
opportunity to further their particular 
methods, 1 suggest that wo ought not to bo 
driven awoy from the l)L-mocratio principle 
and policy which lead to the taxation of 
sugar by tho fear, quite likely exaggerated, 
that in carrying out this principle and policy 
wo may indirectly antl inordinalelv encour- 
age a combination of the sugiir refining in- 
terests. ] know that in tho present condi- 
tions Ihia is a delicate eubject, and I oppre- 
ciaic tho depth and atreugtb of the feeling 
u hi('h its treatment has aroused. I do not 
believe wo should do evil that good may 
come, but it seema to me we should not for- 
get that our aim ia the completion of tho 
tariOT, and in taxing augar for proper pur* 



poBGS and within reaannable bountls, what- 
ever else may be s dd of our uotioo, wo are 
in uo danger of running counter to Domo- 
crutio priucipcoH. There must he, in iho 
treatmenD oi liiifl urtioie, some ground upon 
which W6 all are willing to stand, where 
toleration and conciliation may he alloired 
to solve tho problem, without demanding 
the entire surrender of fixed, oonioientiouu 
coaviotioDB, 

"I ought not to prolong this lotter. If 
what I have written is unwelcome, 1 beg 
you to believe in my good intentiona. In 
the conolaalona of the conference touching 
the numerous items whioh will he consider- 
ed, the people are not afraid that their In- 
terests will be neglected. They know that 
the general result, so far as they are con- 
cerned, will be to place home necoasarics 
and comforts more easily within their reach, 
and to ensure better and surer oonipensatiou 
to those who toil. 

" We all know that a tariff law covering 
all tho interests and aonditloos of a country 
aa vast us ours must, of necessity, be the re- 
sult of honest adjuBtraent and comproniiae. 
I expect that very few of us can aay, when 
your meaauro ia perfeoted, that all ita fea- 
tures are entirely aa we would prefer. Vnu 
know how muoh I deprecated the incorpor- 
ation in the proposed bill of the iucomu tax 
feature. In matters of thia kind, how- 
ever, whfoh do not violate a fixed and 
recognizad Democratic doctrine, wo are 
willing to defer to tho judgment of a major- 
ity of our Democratic brethren. 1 think 
there la a general agreement that thia party 
duty iu mora palpably ap])arent when we 
realise that tho business of our country 
timidly atande and watches for the reaulta 
of our i-ff irts to pnrfect tariff legislation 
that a (juick and certain return of prosper 
ity waits upon a wise adjustment, and that 
a conliding people atill trust in our hands 
their prosperity and their well being. Tho 
Democracy of the land pleads most earnestly 
for the speedy completion of the tariff logia- 
lation which tho representatives have under- 
taken ; but they demand no less earneatly 
that no streea of neccesily shall tempt their 
trust to the abundonmont of Denicicratic 
principica.

After some warm debating the houuo at 
l..')0 passed tho motion iusisling on the 
house diaagrooment to the senate amend- 
ments. It was adopeed without division 
and tho bill sent back to conference, the 
speaker appointing the same conferees. 

An order waa passed in tho houao to-day 
for a two houra' debate on tiie tariff' con- 
ferees' report and restricting the action of 
tho house to voting on tho motion and in- 
sisting on dieagrejmeut lo tho acnato 
amendmeuta in bulk. 

Chairman Wilaon reported the disagree- 
ment of the conferees. There was a tumult 
of applause when be declared the house 
should never adjourn until the duty on re- 
fined sugar had b^en repealed, no matter 
what was the fate of the general tariff bill. 
He read personal letters from the President 
approving of the bill as passed by the house 
and advising the conference to stand firm. 

The generi-.l talk in the lobby of tho 
aenate is that Gorman, Brioa and Smith 
will do some plain and vigorous talking in 
the senate to-morrow anent the President's 
latter to Wilson.

some idea of that very acrupuloua gontle- 
man's profits : 

The next witnoea waa Jacques Villenouve, 
a Governmont employe in the canal ollioo, 
Montreal. In the winter hu had nothing to 
do but draw hia aalary, so he waa taken on 
by Mr. St. Lnuia ag timekeeper at S'l 50 a 
day. The timekeopera under him wore put 
on the pay liata ua foremen and stone-cuttora 
and paid by the Government. Villoncuvo 
waa examined at some length aa to the price 
of labor paid by Mr. St. Louia, and the 
price lie charged the Govornment under hia 
contract. The amount of profit made was 
rather aturtling. For inatuuce, on Sundays 
Mr. St. Louia paid hia foremen §1 CO ; ho 
charged tho Govprnmont §8 duriug the day- 
timo and $12 durinp the night time. He 
paid ainglo carters (Sundays) ?.'!, ^nd oharK- 
ed the Government day time and S7 SO 
night timo. Stono-outtors wore paid SI!, 75 
and charged £0.(30 and $9.20 for the same 
perioda. 

The upehot of the baslnesB was that the 
(iovernmeut paid muoh more for labor alone 
than the whole work should have cost, 

material and all. The hibor on tho aub- 
elruoturo of one bridge coat §151,000, when 
at a liberal eatin)Uto tho whole work, 
inoludlug material, should not have 
coat more than $144,000. On tho 
aecond bridge $139,000 was paid for 
lumber, when allowing for everything it 
should nnb have coat more than $56,000, 
Then there waa wholeaalo picking and steal- 
ini< of material. Ou the whole tho Govern 
menb were obliged to pay $445,000 for 
etruoturea which ou(;bt to have been finished 
complete at a coat of $'250,0(10. 

Tho blame of thia raao.ility lies at the 
door of the men lo whom the suporintend- 
once of tho work had been entrusted. They 
ahould not have allowed the Government to 
be robbed. It was their basineBS to see 
that the work was done honestly and that 
tho country got tho worth of ita money. 
Nothing can txcuao tho carolosaneBa and neg- 
ligenoo of those who had charge of tho work. 
Tho Department were not to blame in 
il .'piii-ting from the contract ayatcm. The 
work was to be done under exceptional air- 
cumstancea, and the Minister was justified 
in following the advice of his profesoional 
advisera in having it done in an exceptional 
manner. Ho will, however, bo cenaursblo 
it ho does not punish to tho utmost extent 
of hia power the men, no maUcr what their 
poeition may be, who have abased his oonfi- 
denes. If any politician has used this pub- 
lic work for a politicil purpoao ho ahould bo 
a marked man both by the (ioverument and 
his coDBtituoncy. Mo Government c\D afford 
to bo under the auepicion of having winked 
at the ruacality that waa practiced in thia 
Lichine Canal bridge job.

TEK CANAL IIRIDOE SGANDAL. 

Tha investigation into the Curran Kridge 
scandal by a Parliamentary Committee has 
brought to light a most) extraordinary state 
of things. The men connected with that 
job were the most unconscionable and the 
most impudent aet of thieves that ever auo 
coeded in robbing the public. Aa our read 
era may remember, tho bridge, or rather 
two bridges, were built over the Laohine 
canal, one for paesen(;era and one for the 
Oracd Trunk railway. The bridges were to 
be completed before the opening of navi 
gallon, and conacquently there waa no timo 
to be lost. Tho Governn.ont wore adviaed, 
for the anko of dispatch, in thia 
one to depart from the ordinary 
contract system and to build the 
bridge by day's work with material pro 
vided directly by the Govemmeot. The 
metal auporatruolurea wore neceaaarily done 
by contract, ao there waa no cheating 
with rcepeot to them, but the (iovernment 
were made to pay many prices for the aub 
structure. 

Libor in such a work is necessarily the 
heaviest item and the Government went 

about yetting labor in a way that made ex 
tortion to a very largo extent easy. Instead 
of hiring men directly by their own olliciala, 
they gave a ooDtraot for the latwr to a Mr. 
St. Louis. The Government were to pay 
the contractor so maob an hour per 
man for each kind of labor, and 
there waa a rate for day work 
and another and a hii^hur rate for niL,'ht 
work. Tho contractor waa also to supply 
teams at a apecified rate. 

Mr. St. Louis did not take thia contract 
for pure love of bis country. He expected 
to make money out of it, and the export 
encad reader will aee that tho contract waa 
such tliit hia chances of iiialcii;g money were 
very great — unless he waa very well wati'.hed. 
It waa to lie expected that he would make a 
profit on every man and every team ho em- 
ployed, and there was no guarantee that the 
men would got a fair proportion of the 
liberal allownnco for wages made by the 
(iDvenimcnt. ( 'anseciuently Mr. St. 
Louis Horowod down tho men's wages 
lo the very lowest figure, and aa 
a compensation ho gave thom a very soft job 
indeed. It was his interest to get as many 
men on the work as the most indulgent 
superintendent could bo Induced to allow, 
and ho waa not concerned when thoy were 
onco hired how little work thuy did. lie 
h:iil liis piolil on each day that oviry man 
worked, ao to him tho more men tho more 
dollars. And Mr. St. Louis lived up to his 
privileges. There seems to have been no 
check on him whatever. It can easily be 
understood iliat the men were so numeroue 
on the works that thoy atood in one an- 
othor'a way, and that there were oeouBioiiB 
when devices were used to place 
some of the workmen where they 
oould not easily be seen by a visitor who did 
aot wonb to be too observant or imperti- 
nently inquisitive. Dlilioulty, too, waa 
sometimes oxporioncod in findiiif,' work for 
such a crowd, and what tlicy di<l or appear- 
ed to do did not further the work u groat 
deal. 

The following extract from the Montreal

we publish in another column, may aee, the 
Prcsidrint cxpresaea his views clearly and 
firmly. Ho wants hia party to keep faith 
with tho people. Ho favors tho Wilson bill. 

Hero wo have the two rciiresentative 
parts of Mie United States Govcrumont, tho 
Houae of BepresoDtatives and the President, 
in favor of n moaaure which imposes a tax 
on tho people ; and tho Senate, which ia not 
directly representative of tho people, againat 
it. Which ahould prevail V Should the 
Senate give way to tho representative 
elomonts of the Legialaturo, or must tho 
House of Kepressntatives and the President 
bo governed by the Senate ? This latter is 
the consummation which so well informed a 
journal as the Portland Orcgoaiun expects. 
It says : 

The deadlock between the two houaoa of 
congress upon the tariff bill seems to be 
hopeless. 'The conference committee has 
reported total disagreement. Senator Gor- 
man has notified the democratic leaders in 
the house that they must choose between 
the MoKlnley law and the senate bill. Sena- 
tor Gorman baa demonstrated his entire con- 
trol of the demooratio majority in the sen- 
ate, and probably be can maintain bis posi- 
tion. There seems to bo no solution of tho 
deadlock except through surrender of tho 
house of repreiientatlvea. 

Here wo have another instanoo of the im- 
propriety of speaking of the people ot the 
United States as " sovereign." Some eighty 
odd old gentlemen, who aro not 
elected by the p(!Opli>, and nuiny of 
whom have obtained their scats by 
tlio moBt corrupt meann, are in a 
poaition to thwart tho will of the people aa 
expressed by the House of Representatives 
and tho President, who have been elected 
by them to carry out their wiahes. The 
present is a trying timo for tho iuatitutiona 
of tho United Siatoa. It ecenia to many 
people who believe in government by the 
people for the people, thai they aro not 
standing tho topt very well.

TARTB'S OHAROBS. 

Mr. Tarte's accusations against certain 
Quebec judges were not very serious. An 
intense partizan himself, he acouscd them 

of exhibiting partizin feeling. Hia charges 
wore for the moat part loose and not put in 
auch a shape aa to make an inveatigatlon 
posaible. He had not placed in the hands of 
either the Premier or the accused judges . a 
copy of bis charges. Mr. Lanrier admitted 
that the charges were not sufficiently specific 
and he apoke in high torms of two of tho 
judgca denounced by Mr. Tarto, Judgo 
Busse and Judge Davidson. These judges, 
he is reported to have said, " were not men he 
would include in the list. They were both 
able lawyers before they bad bren appointed. 
They wore not political partisans. The only 
charge, aa lie underatood it, that Mr. Tarto 
had made against J udge Bosse was that he 
was vindictive and hot-tempered. He 
agreed with the Prime Minister that it 
would be diiBoalt to bold an investigation 
upon such charges on account of their vague- 
ness." Sir John Thompson said that he had 
received a telegram from Judgo Boaao deny- 
ing tho (jhargo which Mr. Tarte had pre- 
viously brought against him and demanding 
an investigation. Judge Davidson bad pur- 
sued a similar coarse. If Mr. Tarte had 
any really serious charge to make 
against the judges of his province 
and expected that they could bo substan- 
tiated, he would have proceedud in a much 
m.iro formal manner than ho did. Charges 
ahould not be lightly brought against the 
judiciary, but When any judge is known to 
have committed offencsa which show that 
he is unworthy to exercise his high func- 
tiona, he should be proceeded againat in the 
way prescribe i by tho constitution cf the 
Dominion. The fashion of snoering at 
judges in Parliament aiid magnifying any 
mistakes they may have made, is most 
reprehensible. Judges should occupy u 
high place in the esteem of the community 
and nothing derogatory of them should bo 
said by public men without what must bo 
admitted to be iluo c uiso. 



A TRYING TIME. 

The deadlock between t he United .States 
Houae of Kepreaeutativea and tho Senate 
with respect to the tarts' bill, is most inter- 
eating to intelligbut observers of the work- 
ing of republican institutions. The power 
of taxation belongs to the House of Repre- 
aentatives. The Senate has only power to 
revise ai.d amend what the Houbo intiatee. 
The iiuestion ia, can tho Senate constitu- 
tionally c.irry its amending power ao far aa 
to completely nullify the action of the 
House of Representatives 1 

The House passed a tariff bill by a large 
majorily in which tho raw materials of 
manufacture v,-ere made fr(^e. The Senate 
made many important changes in tho bill, 
and imposed duties on all raw materials ex- 
cept wool. When the amended moasuto 
was sent back to the House it was changed 
almost beyond recognition. In conference 
tlie House instated on tho original Wilson 
bill, and the Senate waa eijually firm in 
s landing by ita ameudmouts. It was found 
iniposniblo to arrive at an agreement, and the 
report of tho |confarenoo was to this offect.

President is published in which ho exhorts 
tho Dimocratio party to carry out their 
pledges made proviouH to tho pn^suli ntial 
election.

THE CITY'S WATER SUPPLY. 

Mayor Teague, Aid. Humphrey and Dr. Dun- 
can Take a Trip to Elk Lake. 

The Mayor, AM. Humphrrv at:d Dr. 
Ceorgo Duncan, city lui.lth i llioer. drove 
out to F.lk lake yestcriiay morning to tako 
a look over tho situation aud gel some ideao 
aa to what might be done to improve if jios- 
aiblo the city's water supply. The Mayor 
is quite satiblifd that tho Klk lake water ia 
perfectly pure and good. " But wo nniat 
go to the fountain head for our water sup- 
ply," he said, "and not allow the Klk lake 
water to drain down through Heaver lake 
before it enters tha pipt's. That ia where 
tho trouble Ilea. Thu main body of water 
in Elk l.iko is as ole»r as crystal, but drain- 
ing through Deaver lake contanimates it be- 
fore it enters tho pipes. The aolution of tho 
whole thing is to extend tho city main to 
C!k hike and then Victoria will have a per- 
fectly pure and good water aupply." 

iVId. Humphrey waa quite of tho sime 
opinion. Ho believed that tho extension 
would rtqnire to bo about a mile and a quar- 
ter in length, and tho coat, roughly Bptak- 
ing, would bo aomowhero in tho neighbor- 
hood of 845,000. There would ba no need 
of filtera or receivers, he thought. The F,lk 
lake water did not need filtering. All that 
was wanted waa to tako the aupply from a 
deep part of tho lake and to placoa fine wire 
screen over tbo enil of tho pipe. 

Aid. Dwyer is also evincing keen interest 
in the water supply question, and yesterday 
bulletined notice of two formal reaolutiona 
which he will prenent to tho council at next 
Moiuiiiy night'a meeting. 'J'he first is a 
notico of a motion to instruct the Cit)' 
viginecr to make u furvey for tho purpoto 
of ascertaining the cost of extending tho 
main from the dam at Heaver lake to I'^ik 

ke. The eecond prefaces the introduction 
of a by-law to raise by loan on the credit of 
tho municipality a sum of money for the 
purpose of aiquiring posiiession of the water 
shod area around Elk and IJoaver lakes, for 
extending the main and for purcbaaing and 
improving the aouroe of the water aupply at 
tho lakes.

United States Senators Declare It to 
Be a Most Extraordluary 
Declaration. 



A SatiRfaetory Document to the Bev- 
euoe Beform Element in the 
Honse. 



Wasiiincto.n, July 20. — The nevva of the 
reading of the I'rcaidont'a letter was not 
long in (runamiesion from tho house to tho 
Benato. Mr. Wilaon hud kept his aeorot of 
hta poBsesaion of Ibe letter well guarded, 
and it provided a decided aensation. A 
copy furniahod tho proaa waa in groat do- 
mantl. So intense and general waa tho In- 
terest that for two or three houra very little 
fttlentiou waa puid to routine proooedinga 
on tho floor of the aonato. While no aonalor 
hesitated to exprcsa hia view privately, 
Demoonitio aeaators paid the circuniataucea 
were unuaual and that they could not give 
publicity to Ihoir opiniona whatever they 
niiiiht bn. 

The Republican aena'ors when they dis- 
covered that their Demooratic colloaguca 
were inolined to remain silent, announced 
that they preferred that the Democrats 
ehould do the talking. The moat oommou 
exprosslou among senators waa that the 
writing of Buoh a lottar waa " very oxtruor- 
dinary," and in many instanoes whuro iho 
speaker was sure of not being ({uoic-d 
B'ronger words were used. These exprrs 
sions were beard with slight variations on 
both Democratio and Republioan sides of the 
ohiimbor. 

In thf> tiouato there are expected to bo 
some very empliati'j deolarationa ugainat a 
ohingo of front by the senate, and espcuially 
from the conservative senators, who are re- 
garded aa reaponaiblc for the moat pro- 
nounced increaBta in the bill. It waa un- 
deratood bufore tho letter made ita appear- 
ance thut aovcrtilof tlieso aeur.tora, including 
tiorm iii, SniUh and Uricc, Imd luinouncid a 
purpps'j to utatii to tho aonuto thiit only tho 
Beiinta bill could pnHe. :-.ud to uiiy, in t;iving 
thoir reiaona for thij view, thut tlio bill had 
boon the result of most careful doliberation 
on the piirt of rncnibcra of iho aonuto. It 
hid been found to bo thu only bill that could 
piaa. 

Senator Hill has announced his intention 
to t.ike r.dvant.iige of tho President's poai- 
ticiii luid iDlluencu to make nuothcr effirt to 
secure rioeasiou by tho senate from its 
a'ncndmcntH for a duty on coal aud irrjn,i\nd 
la Biid to boHovB that ho would o'ouble the 
vore whioli b;.a proposition received when 
lira', iidvi'noed. There were imvoinl con- 
fert-ncea b.'twecn Democratic loadera, and 
at tirst ilicr'-! was a dispoaition to refuse a 
further conftrecco on tho turiU" bill. This 
was advised by a number, who felt much 
aggravated at the course taksn in the house. 

In the house tho quostion aa to whether 
the tarifT situation had been simplitied or 
further complicated by tho I'reaideni.'s lot- 
tor WHS the subject of much speculation. 
Members of both sides agreed that it would 
h'lve a pri<f-)und impression on the siluatiou. 
Lu". there waa a disposition to wait until ita 
eti.cta on the Senate had been aeen before 
prophcpying tho result it, mighc accompliah. 
Tee letter was construed to mean that the 
hoaoe would never yield its principle of 
free riw materials, and that in this it bad 
the strong support and inSaenee ot tbe Pre- 
sident. As to the effeoti of thelet'er on the 
EUgir conflict there was a wide divergence 
of opinion. 

From the Republioan standpoint, tho gen 
eral view was expressed by Bepresentative 
Hspkins, of Illinois, a Republican member 
of the ways and means. " President Cleve- 
land's letter is without precedent in the hie 
torv of the country," said he. "The Queen 
of England, even the Georges in their most 
arbitrary daye, would not have dared to 
hav-e expreaaed auch views to a legislative 
branch of the government.'' 



THE BAIL WAY SITUATION. 

Freight Trains m VmoX on the Sontliern 
Pacific— Steps Taken to Impeach At- 
torney-Geupral Olney. 

Sak Francisco, July 20. — The announce- 
ment ha^ been made by the Southern Paoifio 
company that commencing with to-day all 
kindi of freight, including perishable and 
live atock, will bo received for transporta- 
tion over ita liuea at all pointa on tho I'lioiti : 
aystem, with th3 foUosvini; exceptions: Both 
local and through freight will bo received 
at all points between S»n Franclsoo and Kl 
Paso and between Sm Franoiaco, via Djkvis 
ville. Woodland and Marysvillo, and Port 
land, Green fruit only will bo recaivod 
when destined east of Sacramento, if loaded 
in refrigerators at tho sbipperu' risk of de- 
lay. Tne evening ovcrlaud train via 0.ideu 
will, however, be disoontinued for aome 
time,the morning overland being able to ac 
commodate all tnu travel. As the U. P. will 
run but one overland out of Ogden daily un- 
til the fall bueiness commences, it will bo 
unneceaaary until then for the Central Pa- 
cific to run more tbau one train a day.
